To this edition a copious index is added, and there is some little difference in the 
arrangement of the articles. The account of books of voyages and travels is also 
brought down to the present year. Many of the works in this collection have never 
appeared elsewhere in English.

Probably the finest production of Franklin’s press, and really a splendid specimen of 
the art, Te title-page is rubricated. The translator was Judge James Logan; and 
Franklin, in his address, “‘ The Printer to the Reader,” calls it, “this first translation 
of a classic in this Western World,” which is not strictly correct.

Mr. Harrisse, in his ‘‘ Notes on Columbus,” and his ‘ Bibliotheca Americana 
Vetustissima,” has discussed the bibliography of Columbus and his writings at so much 
length, and with so much industry, that we shall content ourselves, generally, with a 
reprint of the titles he has given; submitting them, however, to the revision of those 
American collectors who are so fortunate as to possess the works described, Mr. R. 
H. Major’s “ Bibliography” prefixed to the second edition of the Select Letters of Co- 
lumbus has also been used. His titles differ slightly from Harrisse’s. We need scarcely 
remark that these letters of Columbus are all of the highest degree of rarity, and will 
range in value from $250 each to any amount which the competition of any two 
wealthy collectors would realize.

“The title is on the recto of the first leaf over a woodcut device of the printer, Guiot 
Marchant, and on the verso is the usual epigram over another woodcut, representing 
the angel appearing to the shepherds. The titlefof the letter succeeds on the top of the 
recto of the second leaf (a ij) and the text, in black letter, fills the next three leaves. 
Mr. Brown possesses the only known copy in the United States. There is one in the 
Bodleian Library, at Oxford, another at Gottingen. Five copies have been made in 
facsimile, by John Harris, Sen., from the copy in the Bodleian Library. These six works 
represent the various known editions of the Latin translation of the letter addressed 
by Columbus to Raphael Sanchez<on his return in 1493. Mr. Major considers 
that the order of publication was (our) 14630, 31, 28, 29, 32, 33.” Only one of those 
six editions contains the name of the printer, his place of residence, and the year 
in which itwas printed. It is our No. 14631. Another has the printer’s name 
and residence, but no date (No. 14633); whilst a third (No. 14632) gives only 
the place. . The other three (Nos. 14628, 14629, and 14630) are all sine anno aut 
Joco. The text, with the exception of variations in the use of contracted letters, is the 
same for all, The titles differ. In Nos. 14628, 14629, 14632, and 14633, the name 
of King Ferdinand only is given; in Nos. 14630, and 14631, that of Queen Isabella 
is added. In Nos, 14628, 14629, 14632, and 14633, the recipient of the letter is 
called Raphael; in Nos, 14630 and 14631, he is named Gabriel. His family name is 
spelled in Nos. 14628, 14629, 14632, and 14633, Sanxis; in No, 14630, Sanchis ; 
in No, 14631, Sanches, The translator is mentioned as Aliander in Nos, 14628, 
14629, 14632, and 14633; in Nos. 14630 and 14631, as Leander; whilst No. 14631 
adds the complimentary adjective of generosus where all the others have nobilis. No. 
14629 isthe only one which lacks the words “Indie supra Gangem” in the title. Nos. 
14632 and 14633 were certainly printed at Paris, and No, 14631 at Rome, which js 
said, by Morelli, Gianorini, Bossi, and others, to be also the case with Nos, 14628 
14629, and 14630. There are no positive proofs that the latter are Roman impres- 
sions, but the probability is that they were at least published in Italy. The type used 
in Nos. 14628, 14629, and 14630 differ from each otherin size, form, and in the employ- 
ment of contractions. We suppose, therefore, that they were printed by three different 
printers, Frank Silber, usually called Eucharius Argenteus or Argyrios, is certainly the 
printer of No, 14630, Guyot Marchant or Mercator that of Nos. 14632 and 14633. 
Nos. 14628 and 14631 have the same type, and are, therefore, the work of one printer 
who is supposed, from the great similarity found to exist between the latter and the 
books printed in 1493 by Stephanus Plannck, to be the work of that excellent typo- 
grapher.”

While still 
on board his caravel, February 15th, off the island of St. Mary, Columbus wrote two official 
accounts of his voyage, one of which was addressed to Raphael or Gabriel Sanchez or 
Sanxis, the Crown Treasurer. No copy, either in print or in manuscript, of the 
Spanish original, has yet been found, but the discovery made a few years ago, in the 
Ambrosian Library, of a printed copy of the letter addressed to Luiz de Santangel (No. 
14640), warrants the belief that not only it may have been printed, but that ic is not 
irretrievably lost. As to the original itself, notwithstanding the diligent searches in- 
stituted by Mufioz in Simancas, and Navarrete in the Lonja at Seville, where, after the 
establishment of the General Archives of the Indies, in 1792, all documents relating 
to the Western World had been transferred, no traces of it have ever been discovered, 
The Spanish text of the letter to Santangel had been made known through Navar- 
rette, who possessed a transcript from the original, which, in 1818, was still deposited 
among the archives at Simancas. It was not known then, or even suspected, that 
this important document had been printed before. This rarissime plaquette is printed 
in a kind of semi-gothic type, of the roughest character, resembling none of the in- 
cunabula which we have been able to examine, The fact alone that the text is in 
the Spanish language authorizes the belief that it was printed in Spain. The text of 
the Ambrosian plaquette was first published three years ago. It is also in two late 


American publications, The Marquis D’Adda has lately reproduced the entire letter 
in facsimile.”

With the exception of the first 120 pages of the first volume, the whole of this worl 
relates to America, and is principally historical. The first volume contains an account 
of St. Domingo, Cuba, the Arctic Regions, Canada, and the United States. The second 
contains Mexico, Central America, the Antilles, Brazil, Buenos Ayres, Paraguay, the 
Cisplatine Republic, Patagonia, and the Islands of the Pacific. The third contains 
Chili, Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador, and Nueva Granada. The fourth, and most important, 
is devoted entirely to the History of the Republic of Venezuela. The author promises 
to give, in a fifth volume, a separate account of each province. The dedication to 
General Paez is signed Feliciano Montenegro Colon, who says that “the following 
Lessons of Geography, taken from the best authors, were printed in the Havana in 
1826,” referring, probably, to the first 120 pages, the rest of the work being probably 
written by him.”

His relation occu- 
pies only one half the work, the other half being made up of a selection from other 
authors, to which probably the judgment of Marchand, as quoted by Meusel, applies, 
viz., that the work consisted of fragments taken from several effective voyages by 
some starving compiler. A certain Rev. Doctor [Dibdin] ‘stuck his spurs so hard 
into the side of his good bibliographical courser, that he leapt over a good part 
of the title of this book, as given in Meusel, and makes out Coreal’s ‘Voyages — 
en les Indes occidentales,’ &c., to be a translation of the Flemish journal of Capt.

This title, copied from a foreign bookseller’s list, seems to be the second letter 
only, and it was not printed before 1523, the first Spanish edition being dated Nov. 
8, 1522. It is not in the “Bib. Am. Vet.” of Harrisse, nor does it seem to have 
been noticed by any bibliographer. The bookseller ascribes to it the date of 1522 or 
1523, and thinks that it is composed from the second and third letters of Cortes. 

A French translation of the second and third letters, in an abridged form, appears 
at the close of the “Extrait ov recevil de Isles nouuellement trouuees en la grand 
mer Oceane,” etc., Paris, 1532, which is said by Harrisse, “Bibl. Am. Vet.,”’ pp.
